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RECOGNIZING GENIUS 
A v ery qu aint o ld letter has ju st been bro u ght 
to America fo r pu blicatio n by Pro fesso r Walde- 
m ar Westergaard o f the Univ ersity o f Califo r­ 
nia at Lo s Angeles. Written in Danzig, Germany , 
in 1707, it bewails the misspent y o u th o f o ne 
Gabriel Fahrenheit — the man who later inv ent­ 
ed the mercu ry thermo meter and became a wo rld 
famo u s scientist. 
The letter was written by the bo y ’s gu ardians 
to the Danzig bu rgo masters. Fahrenheit was 21 
at the time, and he seems to hav e been so me­ 
thing o f a y o u ng hellio n. The gu ardians recite 
the list o f his misdeeds, stating qu aintly that 
“he has behav ed himself regrettably ” and de­ 
claring that they can see ahead o f him “no th­ 
ing ex cept destru ctio n and dire ru in.” 
They u rge, therefo re, that the to wn co u ncil 
pu t the lad u nder arrest and ship him away to 
the Du tch East Indies, in the ho pe that a hard 
life u nder new su rro u ndings might snap him o u t 
o f it. The plan seems to hav e miscarried; Fah­ 
renheit remained in Germany , became famo u s 
and left u s the measu ring-stick by which we 
still gau ge temperatu re. 
At this distance, o f co u rse, the gu ardians lo o k 
rather ridicu lo u s — as respectability almo st al­ 
way s do es when it bu mps into geniu s. And the 
who le bu siness simply pro v es o nce mo re that 
what we tak e fo r “badness” in a y o u ng man is 
v ery o ften o nly the bu bbling-o v er o f a natu re 
that is a great deal stro nger and mo re capable 
than the av erage. 
Ho w many , many times that has happened in* 
the wo rld’s histo ry ! The y o u ng man who will
